He advised that Nosenko was bora 10/30/27, 
and was a staff officer in the Counterintelligence ^ 

Directorate of KGB, directed against U.S. citizens; , 

that he was with the disarmament conference for 18 

months and first contacted CIA in June, 1962. He has 
provided data regarding Soviet personalities, q ^ 

Carter said that Nosenko is now a "walk-in” 
in Switzerland, and is being taken to West Germany. ^ 

Carter advised that CIA has reservations 
about the bona fides of Nosenko and CIA is endeavoring 
to establish such bona fides. ^ 
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
